Three weeks ago my Blue Point Siamese queen was given two 
hormone injections in her right leg for milk flow. Immediately 
after, she began to walk on the entire lower half of the leg as 
though it could not bear her weight. There has been little or 
no improvement. There is no nodule or inflammation present 
and my veterinarian says patience, patience. I can not believe 
this condition is normal and I am quite concerned.

From your description it sounds as though there has been some 
injury or damage done to the tendon that supports the leg from 
the foot to the hock. The injection should have had no effect 
on this. However, there may be some paralytic effect if the ma- 
terial that was injected was close to some of the nerve fibers. This 
can take some time for improvement to show. 


Do most Persians have a weakness in their respiratory systems? 
I have two of them, and one is constantly blocked up and has the 
symptoms of a bad sinus condition. Veterinarian help relieves 
it for a short period, but he invariably comes down with another 
cold. Any suggestions?

I cannot explain this. When you notice that one of these 
periods is beginning, it might be helpful to give the cat very small 
amounts of food to eat at one time, but feed several times a day. 
You might even keep all food and milk away for one full day 
and allow the stomach to be empty for this period. 

You must get weary of diet problems, but what to do with a 
cat who simply won’t eat anything but beef kidneys. I have 
starved her for two days in a row, then her begging and crying 
caused me to give in. She, of course, has a skin condition which 
causes her to dig and scratch at herself. I tried giving her halibut 
oil capsules but stopped as I didn’t know if it was the right thing 
to do. Have you any suggestions?

Patience, fortitude, ingenuity and stubbornness on your part. 
Cat sare good at these attributes, and the owners have to be 
more so. 

Are there some conditions that demand everlasting medication? 
My ten-month-old neutered Red Persian has been suffering from 
sores on his neck that form scabs and seem to itch. They go 
away and leave the skin thickened for weeks. He also has a sore 
in his mouth and the gums are inflamed. He has been wormed, 
has had a one-week treatment of antibiotic solution. His urine 
was alkaline and at present I'm giving him tablets which keep 
the urine at neutral or just slightly acid. He eats well and his 
general condition seems better after this treatment but he is not 
cured for he can’t seem to get along without his constant medi- 
cation.

mind has general and practical interest so it 
can hardly be of exclusive interest to show 
people. The article, Cat Show Judge 
1980 Model, sounds as if it would interest 
show people only, so we'll add another page 
and a quarter.

The 
one and one-half pages of Show Reports 
and Show Calendar are certainly exclusively 
for those who show. One and one-eighth 
pages are devoted to Association ads. In 
all, approximately four and one-third pages 
out of twenty-four might be said to be of 
interest to fanciers only. As one whose 
show cats are also pets, I don’t find this 
disproportionate. 

There is an old saw, “If you can’t beat 
‘em, join ‘em,” so for those who find 
nothing of interest in this low show per- 
centage of CATS, I recommend they enter 
their pet in the next show. There are 
classes for all, including any conceivable 
combination of domesticated cat, in the 
Household Pet Class. They just might find 
a fascinating new hobby and a new way to 
enjoy their pets. I did.

TEXANS TAKE 39 IN SOUTH 

Of the record-breaking 152 Southern award winners ramed this 
months by CATS Magazine, an impressive thirty-nine go to cats 
residing in Texas. Florida cats, who led in 1959, are runners-up 
this year with twenty-five. 

Maryland claims nineteen, Kentucky sixteen, Louisiana twelve, 
and Georgia ten. One-figure totals are: Tennessee four, Ok'a- 
homa eight, Columbia two, Virginia five, and South Caroli:a 
ard Alabama six each. 

This is by far the most even distribution of wins ever recorded 
in the South ard is eviderce of the widening spread of interest 
in cats everywhere. Only Arkansas, North Carolina, and Missis- 
sippi failed to place winners—ard they lost in each case by only 
a few points. 

Leading Southern Cat is Chez Moumette Cal of Nor Mont, fine 
Cream Longhair male of Mrs. Merald E. Hoag, Rockville, Md. He 
will be the South’s candidate for Cat of the Year. 

Second-Highest Southern Cat, Best Shorthair, and Best Female 
is the famous Blue Point Siamese Female Qd. Gr. Ch. Van Lyn’s 
Platine, who gains this honor after having been Southern Honor- 
able Mention Kitten in 1957 and All-Southern in 1959. Owned 
by Lynne Vanderpoel of Nanticoke, Md., Platine was the April 
1960 CATS cover girl. Now she carries the banner ci the South 
in the competition for O.S. Cat of the Year and top American 
Shorthair. 

OS Southern Longhair Cat is Nor-Mont Saucy, Blue; OS Short- 
hair is RM Qd. Ch. Fan-T-Cee Firefly of Daz-Zling (SHM 59), 
Blue Point Siamese. High-Scoring Manx award goes to RM 
Db. Gr. and Db. Ch. Tra-Mar’s Woodcutter (AS 59); OS to 
Qd. Ch. Lucellia. Top Domestic is Barlyn’s Ebony Duchess of

The Nor-Mont name leads the kittens also in the person of 
Nor-Mont Anne. OS High-Scoring Southern Kitten 
Horse Farm Mvseam Piece. 

In this first year of scoring Neuters and Spays the top Neuter 
was RM Db. Gr. Ch. Jer-i-Mey Dandy Boy with Gr. Ch. Kitty 
Cove Priscilla leading all the Spays. 

The late Maud Barney's Floridanus of Tangelo has the longest 
Southern record of any cat. His first win was made in 1952, and 
he earned a Southern award every year after except for 1959. 
Other lozg-timers are Far-Fin’s Mr. Quarter-Note who started in 
1954. Southland’s Deborah and Gr. & Tr. Ch. Citrus Ridge 
Tre-Jur’s Sir Echo began their All-Southern careers in 1955. 

Four other cats entered the winning lists in 1956; four in 1957; 
fifteen in 1958; and thirty-two are wearing the laurels gained 
last year for the first time. 

As for people, Mrs. Hoag leads in number of winners with 
nine, Mrs. Mathews Cole has six, Lynn Vanderpoel five, and Sally 
Kiser and Mrs. E. A. Rogers four each.

MINQUA SETS SECTIONAL RECORD 

Climaxing five years of leading the East in number of wins, 
Mr. ard Mrs. Thomas L. Martinque’s Minqua Cattery of Newark, 
Delaware, is setting a new national record this seaason in gaining 
twelve 1960 sectional awards. 

Brightest of these twelve stars in the Eastern firmament is Db. 
Gr. & Tr. Ch. Minqua’s Juniata, Blue Longhair of outstanding 
type ard color who is highest-scoring of all the Eastern cats and 
who becomes her section’s entry for 1960 Cat-of-the-Year honors. 

OS Eastern Cat, Highest-Scoring Shorthair, Second Highest Cat, 
ard the East's ertry for O.S. Cat of the Year and All-American 
Shorthair is Gr. Ch. Monk-Chaing Frostee, Frost Point Siamese 
Ma!e owned by Sara Reynolds of Oxford, Pa. 

Neither of these great cats is new to the East. Juniata was 
All-Eastern Kitten in 1958 and AE, AHM in 1959 while Frostee 
scored AE in 1959. 

Highest-Scorirg OS Eastern Shorthair is Ch. Bridle Trail’s 
Sprite of Astra, with OS Longhair horors going to Db. Gr. & Tr. 
Ch. Mirqua’s Punxsutawney. Top Manx is Wila Blite Pola of 
Silva-Wyte; OS, Truantail Christopher. Ag. Trinket of Mottohope 
is top Domestic with OS being Silver Quest Titantic. 

Db. Ch. Evergreen’s Elegance of Skyway had a busy season 
gaining for himself top position as All-Eastern HS Kitten plus 
AE Odd-Eyed White LH Male. OS Kitten is Ch. Thani Choco 
Chip of Grandyl. Ch. Vauxhall Von of Kingshill pulled the 
second rare double-header of EHMK and EHM Tortie Longhair. 

Premier Jefferson Davis of Dickans came through to be top 
Neuter in the East with Pa-An De De achieving HS Spay. 

Qd. Gr. Ch. Mrs. Kelly of An-Si has the longest award-winning 
record of the East. Her first AE letter was earned in 1954, with 
1960 marking her seventh corsecutive AE triumph in a career 
which includes High-Scoring AE for 1956. Next in seniority 
are Tr. Ch. Robelaine’s Resplendent, Db. Gr. & Qd. Ch. Casa 
Gatos Zarina O’Bograe, and Db. Gr. & Tr. Ch. Minqua’s Punx- 
s*tawrey who began their illustrious careers in 1956. Three 
other Eastern winners gained their first awards in 1957, fourteen 
in 1958, and twenty-three in 1959. 

The record shows, too, that of this year’s 140 winners five 
are former Eastern Kitten Award winners—three in the Top Ten. 
In addition to Juniata they are Db. Ch. Willowood Feather of 
Mirqua (AE, AEK, AHMK 59) and Punxatawney (EHMK 56; 
AE 57, 58; AE, AA 59) owned by the Martinkes, Richard Geb- 
hardt’s Wila Blite Po!a of Sylva-Wyte (AEK, AE, AA 59), and 
the Schuler’s Db. Gr. & Qd. Ch. Selenes Firefly (AEK, AE 58; 
AE, AA 59). 

The Martinkes own another distinction. Rather than as an- 
nounced last month, it is they who first swept an entire class— 
taking all four Eastern Brown Tabby LH wins in 1956. This 
year Nikki Horner took the four Midwest CE Whites, and now 
in the East the: Martinkes are repeating their 1956 feat.

“Tips to 
the Novice”

Happy Anniversary! Yes, this is our 
Seventy-fifth anniversary, in a way — the 
seventy-fifth time that you readers have 
joined with me in discussing our cats in the 
pages of CATS Magazine. 

I hope you all have enjoyed your side of 
the conversation as much as I have enjoyed 
mine, and I hope we may spend many more 
happy hours together. 

Now, this month, it seems like a good 
idea to discuss some of the wrong ideas 
about cats which we run into in the daily 
papers and in magazine articles and even 
every once in a while ‘1 books about cats. 

Take, for example, such a widely read 
and authoritative publication as the World 
Almanac. When I began writing in 1954 
I noticed that they showed the gestation 
period of a cat as 59 days. Only after 
writing to them once a year for five years 
was I able to convince them that should be 
changed. And even now, they show it as 
59-63 days, when it should be 63-65 days. 

Some other corrections, however, are not 
so easy to make, since books once published 
are generally never changed, and corrections 
of newspaper stories usually reach only a 
small fraction of the readers who saw the 
first article. 

Just this spring a full-cover picture of an 
Odd-Eyed White cat appeared in one of our 
Sunday papers, and the story in connection 
with it said that this was the only cat in the 
country with one blue and one gold eye. 

How untrue that is all of us cat people 
know, and the local cat fanciers all wrote 
to the paper telling them of their mistake, 
but by now there are probably another mil- 
lion people who think that there is only one 
Odd-Eyed Cat in the country. 

The real facts are that whenever a Blue- 
Eyed White cat is mated to a cat with gold 
eyes there is a very good chance that some 
of the kittens will have odd eyes; some will 
have gold eyes, and if you are real lucky 
there will be blue-eyed ones too. 

It is true that the Odd-Eyed White used 
to be looked upon as an outcast and was 
not recognized by the associations. How- 
ever, we White breeders have found the 
odd-eyed cat to be very useful in our efforts 
to produce short cobby body, short nose, 
and small ears and a few years ago we were 
successful in getting them recognized in all 
the associations. The Odd-Eyed White cat 
is just as important to the White breeder 
as is the Blue Cream to the Cream breeder. 
They go together, so to speak. 

There are every year similar newspaper 
stories about tailless cats, cats with more 
than five toes to a fvot, cats with curly hair, 
“Mexican” hairless cats, cats with pink eyes, 
and similar out-of-the-ordinary happenings, 
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all of which give good publicity to cats but 
which we know are not the one-of-a-kind 
happenings, which the newspaper writers 
would have us believe. 

Even more serious, I think, are the errors 
which somehow creep into cat books, even 
when they are written by well-known 
authorities. 

For instance, on my desk there is a book 
by a well known British veterinarian which 
states that cats are immune to snake poison. 
That is, that they will not suffer if they are 
bitten by a poisonous snake. Of course, it 
is rarely that a cat is bitten by a snake, 
since cats are so quick and skillful. Never- 
theless, I can’t help but wonder how many 
cats have been allowed to die because of 
this advice, since cats, like all warm-blooded 
animals, are susceptible to the bites of 
poisonoss snakes. 

Then, although they don’t really mean to 
do so, most articles and books on genetics 
give the impression that since white is a 
dominant color in cats, two White cats bred 
to each other will produce nothing but 
White kittens. The catch here, is in the 
definition of white. The genetics writer 
means an absolutely purebred white cat 
which as we practical breeders know does 
not exist. That is, somewhere in the back- 
ground if we trace far enough there will 
always be a cat of another color. This 
color will always show up again under the 
proper conditions. So in answer to many 
of you who have written asking why you get 
a Bleck or a Blue or a Tabby in a litter 
from two Whites, I will say, yes, you 
shouldn’t get them if there is nothing else 
in your pedigree but Whites. But you and 
I know that Whites are not bred that way 
today and that whatever is back of the 
pedigree will come out some way or an- 
other. Another thing, maybe when the 
mother owner wasn’t looking the Silver 
male mated the White cat, so the Silver 
strain is in that line of kittens, and that, 
too, will show up eventually. 

While we are discussing White cats, let's 
straighten out a few other ideas. Of course, 
we all know that sometimes White cats are 
deaf, just as you will find deafness along the 
line in any pink-skinned animal. But 
would you believe that I have received 
letters asking me why all White cats are 
born blind, as well as why all White cats 
are deaf? That certainly is a fable if there 
ever was one, and you would be surprised 
how widespread it is. We White breeders 
do our best to limit this problem of deaf- 
ness. Today no breeder will mate two 
deaf animals, for to do so would be to 
encourage deafness. We work to try to 
improve our stock the same as do breeders 
of dogs, pigs, horses ard cows. As to 
blindness, I have never yet seen a White cat 
that was blind, unless due to an accident of 
some kind. 

It is surprising, too, how many people 
think that if their little Persian queen gets 
out and is mated by a Domestic cat she 
will be spoiled forever so far as producing 
purebred kittens. 
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So many people think that the poor little 
gal wouldn't have a chance once she mates 
some other variety of male. However, she 
won't be ruined for future matings — only 
her kittens of that one litter will not be 
fullblooded Longhairs. It may be, even, 
that a few completely shorthair kittens will 
show up. But, if you watch her as she 
comes in season the next time and mate her 
with the proper line she will be sure to 
have the right kind of kittens. 

Also, this little warning, when your little 
queen is in season and you think that just 
zs long as she is on the loose with only 
your male she won't mate with the neigh- 
bor’s tabby male, you may be fooled. Cats 
do mate indiscriminately, and despite some 
controversy about it, double conception can 
and will sometimes happen. So keep your 
love-sick girl in the proper cage or place if 
you want to be sure of kind of kittens 
you're going to get. 

Now another question that frequently 
comes to me, and I noticed to other writers, 
too, is, “How many times will my queen or 
should my queen come in season each 
year?”” Most of the books you read, and 
sometimes even the breeders you ask, will 
say, “Oh, twice a year — spring and fall.” 
So what happens when your little queen 
comes in season every two months — in two 
weeks and out again — over and over again. 
She doesn’t eat, she moans, she keeps get- 
ting thinner and thinner, and you keep 
worrying more and more every day. Yet, 
this is not uncommon at all, for it happens 
to many cats that way. If you don't mate 
them or have them spayed, this cycle will 
repeat itself with very, very short intervals. 
Also, some of your queens won't come into 
cycle until they are two years old or older, 
some will come in at eight months — yet 
we writers and veterinarians are being asked 
all the time to give a definite age when the 
owner may expect a cat to come into season 
the first time. 

The same question is asked about males 
too — that is, at what age they may be 
expected to start siring. And the same 
answer applies here. There is no specific 
rule that any one can state for all cats. 
Each and every one is different and has its 
own individuality. On questions like these, 
no two are alike. Only the breeder who 
knows her own line and has followed the 
history of her cats can give you any kind of 
an accurate answer; and that, of course, will 
apply only to the specific line which she 
knows. 

To go back to our books again. Did you 
ever see a black cat with blue eyes? Not, 
at least, after it was twelve weeks old. How- 
ever, on my desk is a $5.95 book by a well- 
known cat authority. On the cover stands 
as big as life a Black cat with sky-blue eyes. 

Such mistakes, are only annoying. But 
here is one that is really serious. In an 
English book published in 1957 the author 
recommends various home treatments for 
feline enteritis. You and I know, that 


vaccination is the only real preventive of

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THE LAW— 
AND YOUR CAT 


by John Warren Giles 
PART I 


Hundreds of dogs have barked, bitten 
and growled their way through the law 
books but the more respectable cats have 
made many less and more modest appear- 
arces. 

The time of the cat's first domestication 
is lost in the mists of the dawn of history, 
but it is apparent that the cat was a do- 
mestic animal among the early Egyptians, 
by whom it came to be regarded as sacred. 
From that day to this it has been a dweller 
in the homes of men. In no other animal 
has affection for home been more strongly 
developed, and in none, when absent from 
home can the animus revertendi be more 
surely assumed to exist. 


It is clear from the popular meaning of 
the word “domestic” and from our knowl- 
edge of its habits gained from fact and 
experience that the cat is a domestic 
animal. 

In the early cases it was urged that the 
cat could not be the subject of larceny, and 
therefore its owner could have but a quali- 
fied property in it. But among the ancient 
Britons a cat was held to have intrinsic 
value and the theft of a cat was punish- 
able by a fine. 


To the early Britons the cat was re- 
garded as peculiarly the guardian of the 
King’s granary and therefore any person 
guilty of killing a cat could be punished 
by having to deliver to the King an 
amount of wheat measured by the size of 
the cat. To determine this amount, the 
legal formula was “let the cat be hung up 
by the tip of its tail with head touching 
the floor and let grains of wheat be poured 
upon it until the extremity of its tail be 
covered with wheat.” The amount re- 
quired to do that was the amount that the 
offender had to deliver as a penalty. 


When, however, larceny became the 
subject of capital punishment, the Courts, 
to mitigate the severity of the penalty, 
held that certain animals were not the 
subject of larceny as they were not fit for 
food, or as a base, or as kept only for pleas- 
ure, curiosity or whim. Blackstone, the 
ancient English law writer, described such 
animals to be “dogs, bears, cats, apes, 
parrots and singing birds” and says their 
value is not intrinsic, but depends only on 
the caprice of the owner. 


The law was of course later changed in 
England and the United States, and so to- 
day a cat which is kept as a household 
pet may be properly considered a thing of 
value and the subject of larceny. 

How about the liability of the owner of 
a cat for its malfeasance? We will discuss 
this ard other practical aspects of the law 
ard your cat next month. 
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THE 
RETURN 
OF 
VENUS

Wherever cats are con- 
cerned, even in small mat- 
ters, strange coincidences 
seem certain to turn up, 
as though unseen and 
mysterious forces were at work. This is 
a story of a cat coincidence which goes 
back twenty years, and has its origin in 
another story infinitely older. 

During 1939 and the first part of 19 40, 
at the tail end of the Depression, | worked 
as a guard at the Golden Gate Inter- 
national Exposition. Sometimes the job 
was fascinating and sometimes deadly dull, 
but I had no assignment which I liked 
better than my final one in the Art Gallery. 
I left it with a great many pleasant memo- 
ries, and most pleasant of all was my 
recollection of The Birth of Venus. 

The outstandingly important and most 
widely publicized of the great paintings 
on loan there was Botticelli’s famous can- 
vas, which showd the goddess emerging 
from a seashell oh the shore. This, how- 
ever, was not the Birth of Venus I had in 
mind. Shortly after Botticelli’s master- 
piece went back to Italy, a well-known San 
Francisco artist, Dorr Bothwell, painted 
another Birth of Venus. It showed a 
dainty and very feminine Siamese step- 
ping out of an enormous pink seashell into 
a world which she quite obviously realized 
was made expressly for her benefit. It 
formed part of an exhibit in the Gallery, 
and I fell in love with it. Every time I 
passed it—and I passed it much more often 
than was necessary—I used to wish that 
I could own it. 

I left the Fair to go on active duty; 
subsequently worked for OWI during most 
of the War; then took up freelance writ- 
ing. I married, and three Siamese came to 
live with us, and I saw nothing whatsoever 
of Miss Bothwell’s charming picture. It 
became simply something very pleasant lost 
in the vanished past. Then, early in June 
of 1959, I happened to drop in at the fine 
old San Frarcisco auction house of Butter- 
field & Butterfield, and found a miscellane- 
ous auction scheduled. I looked the items 
over hastily, and brought the catalogue 
home with me—and we found that one 
lot, No. 1477, was described as FRAMED 
OIL PAINTING, CAT. This, we decided, 
was something that we at least had to see. 

So I attended the auction—the first one 


I had gone to at Butterfield’s in fifteen 
years—and there she was! Naturally, I 





Then I despaired. 
Surely someone in the crowded room 
would bid her up to more than I could 
afford. But the gods were good—or at 
least the goddess was. She came up at 
the very end of the sale, after the audience 
had thinned out, and finally Mr. Butter- 
field knocked her down to me, meowing 
very good-naturedly as he did so! He was 
echoed by several in the audience, as well 
as by the floor-man who came to take my 
name. I felt like Moncrif himself on his 
induction into the French Academy. 

And that was not the end of it. When 
we got her home, we found that our hap- 
hazardly acquired living-room furniture, 
part of which was a rebellious pink, had 
suddenly been disciplined and harmonized 
by shell, and shore, and Venus’ seal points. 
Recognizing her for what she is, our own 
three little people are not even jealous of 
a new cat in the house. 

They know that Venus, Goddess and 
Queen of Love, has always been identified 
with cats. As W. Oldfield Howie has 
shown, in The Cat in the Mysteries of 
Magic and Religion, as Isis she was con- 
stantly represented by the Egyptians in 
feline form, and as Freya of the Norsemen 
she rode in a car drawn by cats. Mme. 
Deshouillieres, in one of the poems which 
Moncrif printed as an appendix to that 
first of all good cat books, Les Chats, has 
her cat Grisette boast of an even more 
intimate connection, basing it on the 
legend that, when the Titans assaulted 
Heaven, Jove ordered the gods and god- 
desses to hide in the form of animals on 
earth: 

Ore was a Bull, and one a Bear; 

Arother in Bird’s finery was gaily plumed: 
The Queen of Love assumed 

A cat's form fine and fair; 

And as she is a good Princess, 

Who prides herself upon her duty, 

She soon indulged the tenderness 

Of a young tomcat smitten by her beauty, 
So much so that the lovely Goddess 
Had Kittens in some quantity. 

It is from this source divine 

That I take my origin. 

Who among cat lovers, seeing Miss 
Bothwell’s portrait of the goddess, can 
doubt the legend?

GEBHART ON NEW CFA RULES 


CFA has recently make sweeping changes in 
their show rules. For championship confirma- 
tion now a cat must win four “winners rib- 
bons” under three different judges — the 
point system for shows is abolished, and each 
show counts equally. 

I think all cat fanciers in all associations 
will be interested in learning what this means. 
It will have far-reaching effects, and we should 
all give the matter a great deal of serious 
thought. 

Here are some of my reactions: 

1) With many other fanciers, I fought long 
and hard to keep the single color specialties in 
demand, but the need for counters caused the 
formation of the all-Longhair and all-Shorthair 
specialties. We can now bring about breed and 
color specialties once again. It will not be 
very long when you people will be wanting 
special shows put on by the Burmese or Aby 
clubs, for example, just for their own breeds. 
This is not far off for others, either, with the 
increasing popularity of all of these breeds. 

2) The comeback of individual specialties 
will also make it possible for more qualified 
judges to be added to the list. New judges may 
now begin by doing the breed they have the 
most knowledge of. Previously, we have had 
judges in the Fancy judging breeds in which 
they had no interest (and were unqualified 
to judge) only because they were forced to in 
order to get assignments. 

3) The simplicity will make it easier for all 
to understand. The ease with which an ex- 
hibitor can determine when a cat has com- 
pleted its championship requirements will clear 
up a lot of confusion for new-comers — and 
even for older and more experienced fanciers 
who find it difficult to keep count. In fact, 
under the old system it was almost impossible, 
unless one left the show with a completely 
marked catalog something that even the 
judges are lucky to get. Besides, what in- 
telligent new-comers would ever think of count- 
ing the Siamese entries to see how many points 
their Persians had won??? Even now, I fail 
to understand why the Shorthairs should have 
anything to do with determining the number 
of points a Longhair cat receives. I'll go 
further — I+ don’t even feel that the number 
of Blue Longhairs entered should have any- 
thing to do with the points that a WHITE 
Longhair gets. They never at any time com- 
pete with each other for the Winners ribbon. 

4) It will prevent an exhibitor who puts in 
a large entry (fifteen or twenty cats) from 
lowering the points of the show by pulling out 
all of the entries for one reason or another. 
Also, it will now be unnecessary to pad the 
classes with a lot of cats who have no busi- 
ness to be in a show. Many times cats that 
are not in the best of health have been brought 
to the show anyway because they were needed 
for counters. Shows will always need entries, 
but we want quality and healthy cats. It is 
also common knowledge that in the past sev- 
eral shows here in the East have permitted 
some of the owners of large catteries to enter 
extra cats for the sake of counters, free of 
charge, even though this was against the CFA 
rules. Now there will be no reason to resort 
to such subterfuges. 

5) This will boost the small shows and 
will tend to INCREASE their entries. For 
until now many exhibitors would not attend 
small shows if there was a question of there 
being less than four points. 

I hope this has helped to explain the new 
rule and also to show how effective it will be 
in improving our shows. Best wishes for a 
fine show season.

Working judges by virtue of the 
many and varied cats they handle, should be 
in a better position to clarify show standards. 
With a large pool of judges to draw from the 
clubs wishing to put on a show would find it 
less difficult to vary their judges. 

The way things are today, it appears that 
because a judge is capable of judging one As- 
sociation’s shows, he is incapable of judging a 
show put on by a different Association. Of 
course, that isn’t true. 

I and other judges have had the experience 
of being asked to judge by clubs in other as- 
sociations from which we are excluded by the 
rules. No club has to ask for the services of a 
judge who is a judge of another association. 
When they do, there must be a reason. It 
could be that the members prefer the other 
Association’s judge to any of their own. 
Shouldn't that be their privilege? Shouldn't 
we help the Fancy, the clubs, and the members 
by giving them as wide a choice of judges as 
possible?

Profile of the month—

She bred her SP again and sold her 
bred with the understanding that she would be returned first and 
third choice kittens, one of these to pay for her stud fee and the 
other for her to keep. Unfortunately, the one she kept died at 
six months but that didn’t stop Freth. Now at twelve she has 
another SP female, a grarddaughter of her original cat. She’s 
been shown once to go BOC and BOX Novice. Freth has spent 
four years of attending shows, ircluding out of town shows. She’s 
in her fourth generation of her own breeding AND SHE'S 
BEATING ME IN THE SHOW RING! 


She now owns MaKhanDa Mystere of Usaf, two of her daughters 
and a son. The son is an exceptionally good young male and if 


I want to use him, I shall have to pay my daughter first choice 
kitten or cash for the stud service! 


Question and Answer 

As I said last time, several Jrs. have asked for help with 
cattery planning. I've covered where the cats should be kept and 
this time I'll give some information about cages. 

No cage should be shorter than four feet nor narrower than 
two feet. Ample height in the cage should be allowed for a 
shelf of some type to allow the cat jumping room. Of course, 
the larger the cage, the nicer for the cat. Wire cages as seen in 
the shows make inexpensive as well as convenient caging as they 
can be folded away when not in use and are easily transported. 

If you are making your cage, I would suggest that you use 
half-inch hardware cloth wire on the sides, and quarter-inch hard- 
ware cloth on the floor with a removable piece of board or Mason- 
ite covering most of the wire flooring. This will help you to 
keep your cages clean. For protection, the cages should have 
some type of a solid top. 


Each cage should be provided with the following things: A 
scratching post which can be made from a log or one covered 
with a piece of clean o!d rug. A litter pan which should be of 
a material for easy cleanirg. I use plastic dishpans available in 
most hardware stores or supermarkets. The shallow pans are 
better than the deep o7es as they tip over less easily. A water 
dish—and it should be either heavy enough or designed so that 
it will not tip and spill. If your cat likes a nesting box, a wooden 
apple box, a cardboard carton, or a specially-made box can be 
included. In the winter, outdoor cats can be protected from cold 
weather by a wooden box or barrel with a small opening. This 
box should also have a 25-watt light bulb wired into it to provide 
warmth. If the light bothers your cat, surround it by a tin can 
which will let the warmth through but eliminate the strong light.

It is that time again! A month, three 
weeks or the usual two weeks to ignore 
alarm clocks, forget city traffic and crowded 
lunch-counters. It’s vacation season! Won- 
derful, wonderful days to do nothing. 

The Newark, Ohio, Advocate Tribune 
printed some advice given by Dr. Leighton 
of the New York Speyer Animal Hospital 
on how to travel with your cat. He re- 
minds us that the family cat is attached to 
its comfortable home and, in most instances, 
hates to leave it, especially in a small box 
with only tiny air holes. 

Cats are apt to actually suffer in carry- 
ing cases and in extremely warm weather 
could possibly have heat prostration if con- 
fined for any length of time. 

Please, if you are planning a trip and are 
going to take your cat with you, arrange 
for his comfort too. Dr. Leighton suggests 
you make a compartment that can be put on 
the back seat of your car. He recommends 
one about 20” x 20” x 18”. A wooden 
frame covered with some sort of screening 
with one hinged end so you can open and 
close it will suffice. There is a new plastic 
screen on the market that eliminates pos- 


sible injury by wire scratches. Cover the 
bottom with papers — for an accident’s 
sweet sake — and you will have a happier 


holiday companion. 

One traveler who didn’t have to worry 
about such is Scamper who went to Italy 
by jet. 

According to the San Mateo, California, 
Time and News Leader, ten-year-old Philip 
Scarpace, Scamper’s owner, had ben miser- 
ably lonely since his family moved to Milan 
five months ago. There was no Italian cat 
who could make him forget the pet he left 
in San Mateo. 

The family who had been caring for 
Scamper since Philip had left the States had 
done all they could to keep the cat happy, 
but every day she sat on the window sill 
waiting for the boy. 

The Scarpaces couldn’t bear to see their 
son and the cat so unhappy, so they made 
arrangements with Pan American to fly the 
cat to Italy. 

It meant a special carrier, a physical, a 
health certificate, a visa and a jet-liner 
ticket. The total cost? A little over $50.00. 
But, even at that, it was a bargain for 
Scamper was smuggling in an undetermined 
number of little American kittens. 

It is fairly difficult to estimate the actual 
number of kittens or cats at any time in 
the country. Dr. Bernard Harvey had a 
special article in the Miami, Florida, Herald, 
and in it he estimated that there are about 
28 million cats in the United States. 
Roughly, eight to ten million live in cities, 
the rest being farm or suburban cats. 

In Dr. Harvey's practice, he has noticed 
the increasing evidence that the cat is grow- 
ing rapidly in popularity as well as in popu- 
lation. It seems logical to him, for he could 
name no other animal that offers an owner 
so much enjoyment and companionship for 


so little trouble.
